SCARCITY OF PROVISIONS IN NEW JERSEY. 
Almost all New Jersey towns within fifteen 


niles of New York now have some sort of rail- 


road communication with this city. . This 
morning thousands ef busin¢éss men made 
their first appearance since Saturday. Over 
1,100 were snowed in at Roseville, on the Del- 
aware and Lackawanna railroad, and hun- 
dreds were compelled to stay in the Cafs over 
twenty-four hours, although their homes were 
within four miles. The cold wasintense and 
food scanty, byt no lives were lost at that 
point. The food supply is running very short 
in these Jersey towns, and but little fresh 
meat and no milk, eggs or vegetables can be 
obtained at any price. The chances of gettirg 
relief from New York are small, as the supply 
here is decidedly short. The first mail from

BUILDING HUGE BONFIRES. 

The Erie road was the first to get a train in. 
At 6 o’clock this morning the Chicago express, 
which has been snowed in since Monday, at 
Monroe, came in. The passengers are all 
well. Business has onee more been seriously 
attempted, but the difficulties are still great. 
The cross streets are still blocked with huge 
drifts of snow, and the street cleaning depart- 
ment has not yet turned ifs attention to them. 
An attempt is being madé to melt the snow by 
lighting great bonfires, but the effect is not 

erceptible. The sun is shining brightly and 
bush is deep in many places. 
THE FIRST TRAIN THROUGH. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 15.—The block be- 
tween this city and New York, on the New 
York division of the Pennsylvania road, was 
opened this morning, <A train consisting of an 
envine and six mail ears which left here yes- 
terday. arrived at Jersey City at 7 o'clock this 
morning and the mail matter was immediately 
sent across the ferry to the eee oe * This 
is the first train which has reached New York 
from herge since Monday morning and the 
Ponnsylvania officials claim the credit of tak- 
ing into the metropolis the first mail matter 

rom the south and west since thegreat block. 

hres train loads of belated passengers, which 
arrived here from the south and west during 
the past few days were sent on to New York 
this morning. 

Up to noon, however, - trains for local 
travelers had been sent out the New York 
division, though officials expect to be able to 
start several during the afternoon, and believe 
that by evening there will be a very general 
waaay na ae between the two cities. 
From Jersey City. shxee....doug) L.irains were 
started west this morning—the Chi®ago limit- 
ed, Boston connection and Florida special. 
The road is well opened and those trains will 
no doubt make rapid progress toward their re- 
spective destinations. The tracks of the com- 
pany on the main lines west and southward 
and on suburban branches are in good condi- 
tion and trains are being moved with some- 
thing like regularity. 

THE PROSTRATED TELEGRAPH. 

The telegraph situation does not seem to 
have improved very greatly since last night. 
The extreme eastern portion of the state is 
still shut off from Philadelphia, but the terri- 
tory in the neighborhood of Harrisburg is be- 
ing rapidly opened. Facilities to Pittsburg 
are meagre and the wires are heavily 
crowded, though business is being transmitted 
with reasonable promptitude. 

In the direction of New York everything is 
down, and telegraph communication with 
that city is not expected until tomorrow morn- 
ing. [rostrated poles are scattered along the 
various routes,and large gaps in the wires 
abound everywhere. he Western Union 


company has a heavy force of linemen work- 


ing towards New Brunswick, N. J., where 
they expect to meet a like party who ave work- 
ing from Jersey City. 

The only telegraphic communication this 
city has with the east and south is through 
Pittsburg. Wires to Lewes, Del., are still 
down and no further particulars regarding the 
reported disasters at Delaware Breakwater 
have been received. Ice and snow on the 
streets and sidewalks here is rapidly dssap- 
pearing today under the effects of the warm 
sun and business is once more -moving and as- 
suming its normal condition. 

ONLY THE CHIMNEYS VISIBLE. 

Pirrssure, March 15.—The first through 
train from Philadelphia over the Pennsylvania 
reached here this morning. It carried onl 
thirty pounds of mail matter from Philadel- 
phia and not apound from New York. An- 
other train is expected thisevening from New 
York, but railroad officials can give no definite 
information. Passengers who had been on the 
delayed trains tell of the sufferings of the 
At points between Harrisbug and 

*hiladelphia the snow had drifted to the 
depth of fifty feet. Many houses were com- 
pletely covered, and the only signs of habita- 
tion was smoke curling from the chimneys. In 
many places the oecupants of houses had not 
even attempted to dig their way out. There 
are about 125 tons of mail matter due in this 
city from the east, and the postmaster is tak- 
ing all possible measures with the limited ca- 
pacity at his command to handle it promptly 
when it arrives. The weather is bright and 
moderating. 

THE DEAD AND MISSING. 

It is impossible at this writing to estimate 
A great many people are 
missing and the snow will have to be cleared 
away before all the missing ones can be ac- 
counted for. Almost hourly reports are com- 
ing iu from the surrounding ns of fatali- 
ties resulting from the storm. It is feared 
that over twenty lives have been lost in Es- 
sex county, N. J., alone. A list of fourteen 
dead from the cold is published—thirteen in 
New Jersey in the vicinity of New York, and 
one on Staten Island. Five Jerseymen are 
missing. These reports will have to be taken 
with allowance, as some of these reported dead 
and missing may tarn up from"their- shelter. 

BOUNDARIES OF THE BLIZZARD. 

_Reports at the main office of the Western 
Wnion Te h company this afternoon state 
that the late blizzard was com tively of a 
Jocal character. It did not extend further 
south than Alexandria, Va., west farther than 
Pittsburg and Buffalo, north farther than 
Saratoga, east farther than Boston. Boston 
can only be reached by one wire by way of 
Albany, and points in the west by way of 
Chicago, Pictelany, Cincinnati and Buffalo. 
It is expected that a hare will be in good 
shape by tomorrow. Great difficulties are mét 
With in transporting linemen by rail to points 
‘Where lines are to be repaired. This difti- 
culty will, it is expected, end tomorrow. 

Trenron, N. J., March 15.—The terrible 
“Showstorm which struck this city and vicinity 
on Sunday nightis unprecedented for the 
damage done and serions annoyance caused, 
The city was completely isolated from the out- 
side world for two days. Not a word could be 
received nor sent over the telegraph wires.

_ FIFTY CENTS FOR SANDWICHES. 

While on the train they had no provisions 
until Tuesday morning, when a farmer brought 
sandwiches to the cars and asked fifty cents 
for them. The drifts entirely covered the cars. 
The relief party were from 7 o’clock in the 
evening until the following morning in com- 
sapres their task. They had four locomotives 
to their train, and even then it was almost im- 
possible to force their way through the drifts. 
Once they got stuck themselves and an éxra 
engine was sent for from Trenton. Water in 
the locomotives gave out and the men were 
forced to throw ‘snow into the tanks to keep 
sufficient water in the boilers to reach Tren- 
ton. The drifts in many places were a mile in 
length, and from twelve to fifteen feet in 
height. On Monday night and early Tuesday 
morning, several trains which had been de- 
layed at Tullytown and Bristol, on the Penn- 
syivania, were run into Trenton. 

The passengers had spent many hours with 
neither food nor sleep, and were nearly 
famished. They were at once sent to hotels in 
the city, and provided for at the expense of the 
company. All the passengers were cared for 
in this way, and last night the hotels were so 
crowded that it was diffiéult to get any kind of 
accommodations. Some of the trains which 
were snowbound at Bristol did not arrive here 
until yesterday. All had suffered more or less 
from cold and hunger..« On some of the trains 

ONLY CRACKERS AND WATER 
could be provided, and on this scanty fare they 
lived for a day or more. The company did 
everything in its power to get trains through, 
but the wind blew so hard that as fast as the 
cleared away it would fill up again. Not until 
yesterday afternoon did any Philade]phia train 
get through, bearing mails and a few newspa- 
pers. 
SEVENTY-EIVE CENTS FOR A NEWSPAPER, 

The latter sold ata premium, bringing, in 
some instances, as high as seventy-five cents a 
copy. The Philadelphia and Reading road is 
terribly blockaded also. The legislature has 
not been in session this week; the first time 
such a thing has occurred in the history-of the 
state. On Tuesday there were only three 
members present, and a few more arrived yes- 
terday on the morning trains from south Jer- 
sey. Reports from all sections of the state, 
which begin to come in slowly, show that the 
country roads are entirely filled up and travel 
is next to an impossibility. Milkmen and pro- 
duce dealers were unable to get into the city 
for two days, and there wasa great dearth of 
these articles. 

ACCIDENTS ON THE RAILROADS. 

Easton, Pa., March 15.—Four engines at- 
tached and drawing two wreck cars containing 
100 men left here yesterday morning to 
open up the New Jeisey division of the Lehigh 
Valley road. Over one hundred drifts were 
ploughed through and the exploring party had 
good luck until they arrived at a large drift on 
a short curve below Three Bridges. There 


the speed was inereased and the four engines, 


dashed into the drift with great force. The 
firstengine left the rails, and in less than a 
minute three engines were wrecked and two 
of them overturned. Theodore Apgar, of 
South Easton, engineer of the first lecomotive ; 
Cooney Dee, of South Easton, engineer of the 
second locomotive, and Andrew Jackson Bell- 
man, of Easton, a gravel train conductor, were 
killed: and Isaac Pixley, Jr., of Easton, 
fireman for Engineer Apgar, was frightfully 
scalded by escaping steam and water. The 
four men were buried beneath the engines. 
Engineer Deer’s body was not released until 
ten o'clock last night. . The other two engin- 
eers and laborers escaped injury. Engineers 
Deers and Apgar have large families, and 
were among the most reliable engineers on the 
Lehigh Valley road. Conductor Bellman was 
a widower. 

Mr. Shiefds, general agent of Morris and 
Essex railroad, at Washington, N. J., started 
east yesterday with four engines coupled to- 
gether to open snow drifts on thatline. The 
engineer ran into a monster drift below Hack- 
ettstown and jumped the track. The en- 

ineer of the first locomotive was killed 

y his engine being overturned. Two 
passenger engines and a pusher were sent out 
on the same road from Phillipsburg. They 
struck a drift twenty feet deep at Stewarts- 
ville, and the first engine was ditched, but the 
crew escaped. Three engines,coupled together 
were sent out on the New Jersey Central road 
yesterday from Phillipsburg to open the east- 
bound track to Hampton. They struck a drift 
sixteen feet deep, and the fireman of the first 
engine, John Haversall, was fatally injured by 
snow bursting open the front of the cab and 
jamming him through the rear part of the 
tank. Davis Freyman, of Biegfield’s bridge, 
was struck and killed by an engine while 
shoveling snow on the Jersey Central road. 
NEWS FROM BOSTON BY THE WAY OF LONDON. 

Cuicaco, March 15,—A special from Boston 
via London says: The storm has now raged 
incessantly for two days allover New England, 
as fax as scanty communications could reach. 
Every railroad out of the city is blo¢kaded 
completely and the only Le ge communi- 
cation is by the Commercial cable company’s 
cable to Lockport, Maine, and thence by cable 
to London. Never before was there such a 
complete prostration of business, and the dam- 
age to property must amount to an enormous 
sum. It is fifty years since Boston has béen so 
affected by astorm. Morniag and afternoon 
papers of Tuesday were devoid of all telegraph- 
ic information. No trains arrived in the city 
and those which were sent out were practically 
lost. Along the coast a terrific sea is reported, 
particularly on the north shore. Every tele- 

raph wire is down with the exception of one 
betwreen Worcester and South Framingham. 
There are no telegraph connections west of 
West Millville, thirty-five miles from Boston, 
and but for the recently constructed ms dis- 
tance telephone, Boston would be as far re- 
moved from the rest of the world, as far as tel- 
egraphic communication goes as if it were sit- 
uated in the desert of Sahara. 

The snow storm now prevailing at Pittsfield, 
Mass., is the worst of the century. Not even 
sleighs can pass on any road in this county. 
Not atrain has moved on the Boston and Albany 
road between Springfield and Albany during 
the past twenty hours. One passenger train 1s 
stalled twelve miles east with 72 passengers on 
board, who are suifering extremely for want of 
food and fuel. The Fitchburg road, at both 
ends of the Hoosac tunnel, is blocked. A 
truckman named John O’Brien, of Pittsfield. 
cannot be found, and itis supposed has been 
frozen to death. 

FINE WEATHER AT WASHINGTON. 

WasHINGTON, March 15.,—The weather is 
mild, spring-like, and the éffect of the storm is 
rapidly disappearing and will soon probably be 
entirely overcome. Good has been 
made in repairing the telephone and fire alarm. 
Both systems are fairly in good working order. 
The experience of the last few days, however, 
has taught the district authorities a valuable 
lesson, and it is proposed to put all fire alarm 
wires under ground. Mail communication be- 


tween Washington and Philadelphia is now re- 


established, but all efforts to reach New York. 
either by mail or wire, have thus far proved 
futile. The Western Union has quite a num- 
ber of wires to Baltimore and Havre de Grace 
and seven between Philadelphia and Wilming- 
ton. 
The several construction trains are movin 
between Havre de Grace and Arlington an 
linemen are oe pushing their work — 
the prospect reopening wire communication 
with Philadel ia today.

_ The steamer New Haven, of the Old Colony 
line, left her dock in this city at 3 o’élock a. m. 
on Monday bound for New York. There were 
twenty-five persons on board, two of whom 
were women. Captain Post was in command. 
The storm grew more furious as the steamer 
proceeded down the harbor, and the passen- 

ers became terribly frightened. Captain Post

Huge waves swept over the steamer, washing 
away everything moveable above deck. The 
furniture of the cabin was utterly demolished. 
The anchors were kept out until 40’clock 
Monday afiernoon, when the strain on the 
steamer became so. great that the cables were 
slipped, the captain deciding to beach the 
steamer, it being the only hope for the safety 
of those on board. 

The engines were kept going and. the 
steamer struek. at abont 7 o'clock on Monday 
evening, on west Haven shore. Boats were 
manned and all hands wereordered to make 
for the shore which was about three hundred 
yerds off. The terribly frightened passergers 

uddled into the boats and made a safe land- 


ing.

They traveled three miles in the 
heaviest part of the great storm, The entire 
peng were completely prostrated when they 
reached afarm house near thecity. Ten of 
them had their hands and feet so badly frozen 
that amputation may be necessary. The other 
two escaped with frozen faces and ears. No 
one would venture to the relief of the remain- 
der of the party for fear of losing their lives, 
They have now been in the deserted cottage 
for fifty-six hours without food, and their con- 
dition must be deplorable. A party of men 
start for the shore today with. provisféns. 

Lewes, Del., March 15.—A_ terrific gale 
from north-northwest. with snow, raged here 
Monday and Tuesday. Two schooners are 
sunk and twenty-one vessels ashore, including 
the barkentine Zephyr, which is_ totally 
dismantled; the barkentine Eva Lynch, Brit- 
ish; schoonets Flora A, Newcomb; A. P. 
Cranmer, Lizzie W. Hall, Index, J. W. An- 
derson, Paul Thompson, William G. Bartlett, 
Providence, Isabel Alberto, Elliott L. Dow, 
Earl B, Mason, Hester A. Seward; pilot boats 
Turley and Tunnel; tugs, Crawford and Ta- 
mesei; both totally wrecked. The steamboat 
pier is cut in three pieces.

DESTROYED BY THE FLAMES. 


A Large Fire at Milwaukee—A Four-Story 
Building Burns. 


MILWAUKER, March 15.—A_ fire which 
started at 1:45 this morning, completely de- 
stroyed a large four-story brick building on 
West Water street, occupied by Atkins, 
Ogden & Co., shoe manufacturers, and the 
Thomas & Wentworth manufacturing com- 
= y, wholesale dealers and manufacturers of 

rass goods and engine trimmings. About a 
half an hour after the fire broke out the north 
wall of the burning structure fell with a great 
crash, ramones a one-story addition in the 
rear of Gimbell Bro’s. dry goods establish- 
ment, and burying a number of firemen in the 
ruins. Herman Lecher, first pipeman of en- 
gine No. 5, was the first of the unfortunates 
rescued. He died at 3a. m. at the central fire 
station. The body of John Summel, of truck 
No. 1, was recovered about two hours later. 
It is feared that others are buried under the 
debris, which is being cleared away as rapidly 
as ible. 

Firemen Cleary, Langton and Doll will die 
of their injurses. Five others were seriously 
hurt. The aggregate loss will reach $425,000, 
and the insurance about $250,000. The cause 
of the tire is unknown. It started with an ex- 
plosion and was followed by others at inter- 
vals, one of which wrecked the north wall of 
the burning building and buried firemen. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 15.— About 11 o’clock 
fire broke out in a five story double building at 
Nos. 311 and 313 Arch street and before the 
firemen could bring the flames into subjection 
a loss, estimated at $340,000, had been caused. 
Copeland & Bacen, dealers in hoisting and 
mining machinery, who occupied the first floor 
of No. 311, lose probably $20,000, the George 
F. Blake Shoe Manufacturing com- 

any. which occupied four upper _ stories 
No. 311, lose $120,000; Wm. Ayres & Sons, 
manufacturers of house furnishings in the first 
fioor of No. 313, lose $10,000; Saler, Leurn & 
Co., the most extensive shoe manufacturing 
house in the city, who occupied the four upper 
floors of No. 313, lose $120,000, and the build- 
ing, which is owned by the estate of Wm. 
Ayres, was damaged to the extent of about 
$70,000. All of the losses are partially cov- 
ered-by insurance. The two shoe firms men- 
tioned employed four or five hundred hands, 
who will be for some time thrown out of em- 
joyment. The origin of the fire has not yet 
been ascertained.

and its employes. 

The “tifed” feeling that sosuddenly attacked 
the enginemen in the far west today seems to 
have infused also their chiefs in Chicago. 
Lights were out at their rooms in| the hotel at 
& startling early hour, and each of the prinei- 
pal executive ofticers of the army of 30,000 men 
was apparently deepin peaceful slumber. Re- 
peated knockings by newspaper men, bearing 
bundles of telegrams telling of the battles 
spread, were without avail. It was at 11 p. m., 
when an almost furious pounding at the door 
of Chief Sargent brought tlmat gentleman forth, 
clad gin his night .robes and sleepily rubbing 
his yes. Mr. Sargent was innocent as a babe 
of all knoledge that there was to be or had 
been another strike. 

A meeting of delezates from the engineers 
and firemen ‘of every road entering Chicago 
were in session once more today and will be 
again tomorrow. Today they voted, east and 
west, unanimously to uphold the Burlington 
men. No uniform plan of action was deter- 
mined upon, that being deferred until to- 
morrow. 

THE MEN ARE “‘TIRED.”’ 

Kansas Ciry, March 15.—Engineers and 
firemen on the vast system of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe Railroad company went 
on a strike at 4 o’clock this afternoon. The 
strike created intense excitement and surprise 
in this city for the reason that the road has not 
been handling Burlington freight. That the 
strike was ordered by some one in authority, 
there is nodoubt, but in this city the men pro- 
fess to be in utter ignorance of the issuing of 
any such ordersand say that they have quit 
because they are ‘“‘tired.’’ 3 

The first indication of trouble here was at 
4:50 o’clock this afternoon, at which hour the 
Osage City express was scheduled to depart. 
Conducter Murray gave the order to start, 
when Engineer Higgins quickly stepped down 
from his engideér’s cab and refused to pull out. 
The train was finally sent out an hour later with 
Engineer Furst at the throttle. Mr. Furst is 
a regular Santa Fe engineer, but he has a

accepted any Burlington freight, but it has 
been understood that the Santa Fe was not 
handling any of the boycotted business what- 
ever.

The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe railroad, 
through its proper officers, threwpon, about 
February 1, entered into a contract with the 
locomotive engineers and firemen upon the 
Santa Fe and Southern Kansas railroad sys- 
tem. By this contract large benefits and ad- 
vantages were given to this class of employes. 
The very first provisieff of this written Ccon- 
tract is, in substance, as follows: 

That no engineer or firemen should be sus- 
pended or discharged upon any cha what- 
ever, without first having a fair and "Tae artial 
hearing. A board of inquiry is established, 
composed of division superintendents, the di- 
vision manager, master mechanic and divis- 
1on engineers from the division from which 
the complaint may arise, who shall investigate 
the cnarges of misconduct,and the right of ap- 
peal is in all cases given from local to general 
offices. The rights of a fireman and engineers 
to a committee on conference are recognized 
and leave of absence granted for that purpose. 
Every item in this long contract, consisting of 
twenty-six articles, a larger part of which 
looked to the benefit of employes, was carefully 
gone over at Chicago by representatives of the 
Brotherhood of Engineers and vice president 
ofthe company. In consideration of conces- 
sions made ‘and large benefits and advantages 
given, and the perfect confidence bestowed by 
the company upon this class of its employes, 
the engineers and firemen agreed through 
their representatives that they would not fail 
to perform their duties under 
contract§and agreement without giving the 
“or peel thirty days’ notice. On the 8th and 
th days of March, conferences were held at 
the request of representatives of the brother- 
hood with the managing ofticers of the Santa 
Fe at Topeka upon the subject of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy strike, at which meet- 
ings the questionof the duty of connecting 
roads to haul Chicago, Burlington ‘and] Quincy 
freight was discussed, and finally resulted in 
the service of notice by representatives of the 
brotherhood upon the company to the effect 
that after Sunday morning, the 11th, engineers 
and firemen wonld refuse to haul Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy cars. There was no 
notice of a strike or suspension of work, no 
notice of any grievance. On the contrary, 
there was on the part of representatives of the 
brotherhood repeated disclaimers tojany pur- 
pose to injure the Atcheson, Topeka 
and Santa Fe company, or to refuse to 
perform their duties as engineers. They also 
admitted repeatedly that they had no griev- 
ance against the Santa Fe road, but that they 
sympathized with their friends on the “‘Q.,’’ 
and wanted to aid them inthe fight. The 
grievance committee repeatedly stated that 
no strike would be ordered; that each man 
would act for himself. The company assured 
the grievance cominittee that they would not 
expect that the company would act in viola- 
tion of the laws of the United States; that it 
was commonly understood and was their 
belief that an act of congress required 
them to haul freight of all connecting 
lines when presented without discrimination. 
They would lay their notice before the board 
of directors for their consideration, pending 
which it was presumed that no action would be 
taken by the engineers, certainly not without 
the notice provided for in theircontract. Since 
that time, in no instance, have any engineers 
against his wish been asked to haul any train 
containing Chicago, Burlington and Qulncy 
cars. Atnotime, however, has the company 
put itself beyond the vale of the law or done 
anything to visit upon it penalties and punish- 
ments for its disobedience.

It is stated that the engineers were 
given to understand thatSthey were not 
compelled to handle “Q.” freight if they did 
not desire to, and asa consequences all cars of 
that line are apparently being side-tracked. In 
the Union Pacific yards at the transfer in tihs 
city and the regular freight and yard, 
crews are going on as usual. 

Their yards are crowded with ‘‘Q’’ cars, and 
if the Union Pacific continues to receive them, 
their tracks will soon be filled tosuch an ex- 
tent astocause them considerable difticulty 
in making - their own trains. The difficulty 
seems entirely settled so far as the Union Pa- 
citic engineers are concerned, and the company 
has evidently determined to settle the matter 
with the ‘*Q” authorities in the courts rather 
than to suffer their freight business to come to 
a standstill.

PATTON BECKHAM MURDERED. 
A Father and Two Sons Accused of the Crime

ites. Butterworth, of Ohio, ays: 

“It seems tome that Ohio will name the 
man, and state pride in the matter naturally 
suggests Sherman. I believe that not only 
Ohio but many other states will present the 
name of Sherman.’’ 

Cannon, of Illinois, said: “I believe we 
will nominate a western man. The issues will 
only touch the revenue and economic ques 
tions, and the metlods of appropriating the 
people’s money.”’ 

Congressman Heard, of Missouri, the only 
democrat interviewed, said: “Of course I be- 
lieve the democratic party will continue in 
power, and it matters not whom the republi- 
cans nominate, We are sure to win. Now, 
among the candidates spoken of on the repub- 
lican side, I regard Justice Millewas one of the 
best men in the republican party. He was 
very strong with his party when he went on 
the bench, but whether that is the case now I 
am unable tosay. in my opinion, they could 
not nominate a better man. As to thestrength 
he would develop, I have no idea. Justice 
Miller is very popular,and his name is respect- 
ed everywhere.”’ 

The ways and means committee today dis- 
cussed the internal revenue features of the 
tariff bill in detail. Republican motions to 
increase their scope were defeated by a party 
vote. Mr. McKinley submitted a resolution to 
repeal the entire tobacco tax, but this was alse 
defeated. 

The judiciary committee today decided, by a 
majority vote, to report favorably Judge Cas- 
well’s billto increase the salaries of federal 
judges. Although there will be considerable 
opposition to this bill, yet in -the house the 
prospects are more favorable for its passage. 
The bill proposed to increase salaries from 
$500 to $1,500 each. They agreed to report 
adversely the Thomas resolution to prohibit 
the uséof pictures of persons in advertisements 
without the consent of such persons, and also 
the bill granting married women the same 
rights in courts as to suing and being sued, etc., 
as unmarried women. 

Senator Colquitt today introduced a bill for 
the suppression of the liquor traffic in the 
District of Columbia. The bill is really a lo- 
cal option one, and provides that all male in- 
habitants over twenty-one years of age, wheth- 
er permanently or temporarily residing in the 
district, shall be entitled to vote. It then pro 
vides that whenever 10,000 citizens of the dis- 
trict shall petition for a submission of the 
question, the commissioner shall make proris- 
ion for #n-alection.to test the local santimente: 

Senator Vest today denies the report wired 
you last night that he contemplated retiring 
from the senate at the expiration of his pres- 
ent term.

Which Enveloped Part of the Savannah 
Firmament. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., March 15.—[Special.]—’ 
This morning late risers observed a wide beavy 
éloud stretched over the city, and the rest of 
the sky perfectly blue. The fire alarm struck 
at6a.m.,and summoned the engines to the 
S., F. & W.Jwharves. Rosin and spirits to the 
extent of $16,000 were gradually consumed. 
Water had no effect on the flames. Three 
hundred men shovelled sand on the burning 
barrels. The flames were finally smothered.

| CATHOLICS COLONIZING. 


| The Locations to be in Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and North Carolina. 


From the Rome, Ga., Tribune. 


The Roman Catholic denomination has on 
foot a big scheme for planting several colonies 
in the south. The bishops of this church east 
of the Mississippi river have the matter in 
charge. 

From Rev. J. M. Clifford, who is the priest 
in charge of the Rome parish a reporter of the 
Tribune yesterday learned the full particulars 
of the movement. 

In the course of the conversation Father 
Clifford said that the plan of eolonization 
would be more fully developed at the conven- 
tion of the bishops, to be held at Hot Springs, 
North Carolina, just after Easter.

_ Mr. Burnes said he had never before heard 
it intimated that the public printer had vio- 
lated the eight hour law. There was no viola- 
tion of that law in permitting a man to work 
as many hoursas he might desire, and the 
speech of the gentleman was a gratuitous at- 
tack upon the public printer. 

Mr. O'Neill suggested that his colleague did 
not know what the eight hour law was in- 
tended for. 

Mr. Burnes replied that his idea of the law 
was that when a man was to be paid fora day’s 
work he was to be paid for eight hours’ work. 
The law was not to be construed as stopping a 
poor devil from working when it was necessary 
for him to work to support his wife. 

Mr. O’ Neill declared that if the sight hour 
law was not passed to set a good example that 
would be followed in private business, its pass- 
age was a piece of hypocrisy to play upon the 
working classes. It was passed in the hope 
that thousands and thousands of idle men 
would be absorbed in the ranks of industry. 
That was the.spirit of the law. The public 
printer violated that law, and it was also vio- 
lated in the bureau of engraving and printing.

Aye The Vice-Presidency. 

- The St. Paul Globe, one of the best and 
most representative dailies of the west, is 
of the opinion that it is ‘‘a remote possibili- 
ty’ that the democratic convention will 
look to the south for its nomirree for the 
vice-presidency, in which contingency it 
would choose Governor Gordon, of Georgia, 
Governor Lee, of Virginia, or Speaker Car- 
lisle, of Kentucky. ‘*But,’’ the Globe says, 
“it is safe to assume that the candidate for 
vice-presidency on the democratic ticket 
will be a western man.”’ 

As the democracy has already settled the 

question of its presidential nomination,in its 
general demand that Mr. Cleveland shall be 
chosen his own successor, its energies will 
be exerted tochoose an available man for 
the second place, while the republican par- 
ty will from now until its convention meets 
be stirred to its very depths in the struggle 
ofits numerous candidates for both of its 
nominations. There are contending ele- 
ments in that party which seriously threat- 
ens the harmony of its organization. Mr. 
Blaine has nominally withdrawn, but his 
following will make itself heard in the 
councils of the party, and will create dis- 
content, whoever is nominated, if it be not 
Mr. Blaine. While the democratic party 
differs as to the policy to be adopted on cer- 
tain questions, the difference is purely a 
family matter, as it were, and the whole 
party is united in the support of President 
Cleveland for re-election, and in its earnest- 
ness to bring about another national victo- 
ry, Which is certain to be the result of the 
approaching campaign. All tariff. differ- 
ences will be harm onized and the democrat- 
ic ticket, headed by Mr. Cleveland, will re- 
ceive an unheard-of popular majority, and 
will be elected by such a decisive vote that 
there will be no question as to the hearti- 
ness of the indorsement which the people 
will give the party which has brought about 
reform in the administration of national af- 
fairs. A fight for an honest administration 
is, after all, the chief issue, and on this line 
the republicans cannot claim the confidence 
ofthe country. 

Asto the democratic nominee for the 
vice-presidency, the south will support with 
all the earnestness possible the man whom it 
thinks to be the most available, from what- 
ever section he may come. As the Globe 
says, the probability is that he must be 
taken fromthe west. We should delight to 
see our own Governor Gordon on thena- 
tional ticket, and it will not be long before 
he or some other like him from the south, 

—and there-are few such, will be called by the 
national party. Sectionalism will no longer 
be considered as a factor in shaping the 
course of national affairs, and the whole 
country is to be eongratulated that it is so.

The Democratic Policy. 

In the current issue of the Butler Herald, 
which is one of the best weekly papers in 
Georgia, we find the following remarks: 

We think it must be clear to the most bigoted 
free-trader that the tariff bill now before the house 
cannct be passed; yet the democratic party stands 
pledged to reduce the revenue and the surplus. 
This being true, it appears to us that it does not re- 
guire any extraordimary amountof statesmanship 
to discover a path by which the party can. redeem 
its pledges to the country and command success 
pext fall. 

Let congress repeal the atrocious internal revenue 
laws, and allow the state to prohibit or tax, as they 
may elect, the manufacture and sale of liquors. 
This will reduce the revenue tothe wants of the 
_ government, if it be honestly and economically ad- 
ministered. The democratic party will not then 
occupy the attitude that it does now, sustaining a 
system thatit bastime and again denounced as in- 
famous and despotic. The tariff, as jit now stands, 
will produce ail the revenue the government will 
Bonestly need. 

These are words of wisdom and they 
ought to be heeded. We expect nothing 
from the professional agents of the whisky 
ring, but it does seem to us, as it must scem 
to every reasonable’person, that the attitude 
of a majority of the democrats in congress 
on the tariff issue is not calculated to help 
the party when it goes before the people. 

If the democrats propose to win this year, 
party harmony is essential. But the free- 
traders, who are now managing party af- 
fairs in Washington, do not seem to think 
that harmony is essential. They are of the 
opinion that it is better to crack the party 
whip than to harmonize. Editor Watter- 
son and Statesman Mills, supported by Mr. 
Morrison and J. S. Moore, the Parsee 
merchant, are not in favor of any compro- 
mise atall. They wanted to turn ont of 
the party all democrats who were opposed 
tothe horizontal affair, and now they ap- 
pear to be equally anxious to'turn out of 
the party all who are opposed to the hum- 
bug affair invented by Statesman Mills. 

And this, too, in face of the fact that the 
two measures are entirely different. If one 
is a test of democracy, the other cannot be; 
but who has given either Mr. Morrison, or 
Mr. Mills, or even the president, authority 
to formulate measures that shall be tests of 
democracy? There is but one authority on 
that subject, and that is the platform on 
which Mr. Cleveland was elected. 

On that platform Tue Constirution 
stands and has stood from the first. The 
gist and meaning of that platform, so far 
_ as it relates to revenue reform, is protection 
to American labor and American interests. 
We believe that the surplus is more danger- 
ousto the country than the tariff, and for 
that reason we desire to see the surplus re- 
duced. But, with the internal revenue 
system in operation, how can the surplus be 
reduced? We have put this question to the

ROSCOE CONKLING’S ESCAPE. 


He Tackled the Blizzard and It Downed 
Him, 
Special dispatch to the Enquirer. 

New York, March 13.—Roscoe Conkling 
said today that he hada pretty good constitution, and 
had been ‘in some pretty tight places in his life, but 
that he had never found himself as far gone pbhysi- 
cally as on Monday night in Union Square. 

“T had been at the Stewart building in the after- 
noon,”’ he said, ‘‘and had some work to do in my 
office, and, not thinking that the city would be 
dark at night, I went to Wall street to look after the 
work. A little after six o’clock I wanted to go 
home. There wasn’t a carriage ofany kind to be 
had. Once during the day I had ceclined an offer 
toride up town in a carriage because the man 
wanted $50, and I started up Broadway on my pins. 
It was dark, and it was useless to try to pick out a 
path, so I went magnificently along shoulder- 

through drifts and headed ffor. the 
north, I was pretty well exhausted 
when I got to Union Square, and, wiping the snow 
from my eyes, tried to make out the triangles, but 
it was impossible. There was no light, and I 
plunged right through on a straight line. Some- 
times I have run across passages in novels of great 
adventures in snow storms, for example the stories 
of Russian life, where there would be a vivid de- 
scription of a man’s struggles on a snowy and 
windy plain; but I have always consid-red the pre- 
sentation an exaggeration. I shall never say so 
again, for after what I encountered in lest night’s 
blizzard I can believe that the strongest description 
would fail to approximate the truth. I had got to 
the middle of the park and was up to my armsina 
drift. I pulled the ice and snow from my eyes and 
held my hands up there till everything was melted 
off so that I might see; but it was too dark and the 
snow too blinding. I came as near giving up and 
sinking down there to die as a man can and not to 
doit. After twenty minutes orso I got out some 
how and made my way along to the New York club, 
completely exbausted.”’

The New French Play Which Has Shocked 
the City of New York. 


From an Exchange. 

New York, March 11.—The most curious 
experience that any distinguished playwricht’s 
drama ever had in New York bas run through the 
week at the new Broadway theater. Victorien 
Sardou was the author, and the play was “la 
Tosca.’" The piece has been an overwhelming suc- 
cess in Paris, where Sarah Beruvhardt enacted the 
heroine. - It was a quick and seemingly disastrous 
failure on the first night here, when Fannie Daven- 
port took the Bernhardt role. This result amaze’ 
and dumbfounded the actress, for she had paid $10,- 
000 for the American right of production, and hed 
expended as much more in costumes, scenery aud 
other preparations. She had not dreamed of any- 
thing except success. The recey tion of La Tosca on 
its first night has not yet been told in print, because 
the performance lasted clear into the next mornimg 
and too late for that day’s paper to publish it. 

The first trouble arose when, in a scene repre 
senting the interior of a Catholic church in Rome 
® large numberof dumb characters straggled in and 


stopped at the vessel of sacred water, and dipped in- 


the tips of their fingers, crossed their foreheads fd 
breasts and then passed on to an image of the 
Virgin, where they knelt in adoration. Zhis was 
done with careful realism, but it offended the 
Roman Catholics in the audience and was roundly 
hissed. 

Religious offense was again given in a scene 
where Tosca murdered her Villainous assailant, 
and then, ma fit of emotional piety. placed’ two 
candies at his head and a crucifix on his breast. 
This time the hissing was not confined to the gal- 
leries, but was joined in by people in the orchestra 
seats and proscenium boxes, 

Those things were not vital to the play ar d were 
comparatively easy to remove, but an integral por- 
tion of the drama was so offensive thatthe leading 
newspaper critics fiercely denounced it. This con- 
sisted of the most bruidshly indecent episode seen 
for many a year, if ever, onthe New York stage. It 
cannot be described modestly in print, further than 
to say that it consisted of an assault by the remorse- 
less Villain ofthe play upon the greatly beset beroine 
The language was boldly coarse and the action was 
so demonstrative that ladies in the audience seemed 
dismayed. However, Miss Davenport’s acting was 
so striking and fine that she was recalled after the 
fall of the curtain, and she says that she had no 
idea until the next day that the audience’s sense of 
propriety had been outraged, She had simply re- 
produced the episode as presented in Paris, and bad 
not taken into account the difference of morals be- 
tween the two cities, 

Before going on the s‘age for the second night she 
was well aware of the disaster which had overtaken 
her enterprise, and quite crushed and hopeless, she 
slurred over her own performance in the con- 
demnued scene. But the two religious episodes fe- 
mained, and were hissed much longer and more 
vehemently than before, 

Well grounded accusations of ‘xndelicacies have 
ere this made the fortune ofa burlesque, operatic, 
spectacular entertainment in this city, but in this 
case the indecency were more brutish, and it bad 
no connection with palliative beauty. On the third 
night the house was not half full, and the men in 
it outnumbered the women three to one. It became 
a question whether to wiihdraw “La Tosoa’’ at the 
end ofthe week. But it was decided instead to 
eliminate the mimicry of worsbip in the church and 
the ‘‘waking’’ ofthe corpse of the assassinated vil- 
lain; and as to the realistic onslaught on the 
heroine, the accompanying struggle and pantomine 
were toned down as much as possible. In that 
shape the drama was acted yesterday, but whether 
the public verdict can be refused or not is a ques- 
tion of much consequence to Miss Davenport’s cash 
account. She has been so ill under the excitement 
as to be hardly able toappear at all. 


MRS. MARCH’S MARKSMANSHIP. 


A Terrible Conflict With a Burglar—Her 
Second Experience. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 15.—[Special.]— 
Last night at 9:30 o’clock, Mrs. J. W. March 
was brutally assaulted by a masked burglar, at 
her home in Westport. Mrs. March was seat- 
ed in the parlor of her house alone, awaiting 
the arrival of her husband.

William’s Remains. 

BERLIN, March 15.—The precincts of the 
cathedral yesterday again presented constant 
scenes ~ of excitement, gaiety. . and 
turbulence that was httle in  ac- 
cord with the signs of mourning ob- 
served elsewhere in the city. _The open space 
in front of the cathedral was filled with com- 
panies of soldiers, with loaded rifles, apd had 
all the appearance of a bivouac. The square 
was entirely closed to the publi; except on 
the eastern side, where a long line of visitors 
formed between a doubls line of soldiers.

DETECTIVES BOUNCED. 


An Order From Chairman Pro 
Tem Brown Does the Work. 


Chief Connolly Instructed to Order the 
Men Back Into Uniform and Ranks 
--Why It Was Done, 


Atlanta no longer has a detective force. 

The four men, Buchanan, Bedford, Cason 
and Reeves, who have comprised the detective 
department for two or three years past, have 
been ordered to report tothe captains of the 
regular police force for assignment to regular 
duty. 

The order was issued yesterday by Chief of 
Police Connolly. | 

About noon yesterday Mr. Walter R. Brown, 
of the police commission, telephoned to police 
headquarters asking Chief Connolly to come 
to his oftice. The chief received the message 
and at once called. He found the commis- 
sioner sitting in an easy chair, his feet upon 
his desk and a law book treating upon assign- 
ments and receivers in his lap. Mr. Brown 
looked up as the uniformed chief walked in, 
and with a pleasant smile remarked: 

“Ah, Connolly, have a chair.’’ 

The chief blushed, and sat down. Mr. 
Brown wiped off his chin and twisting his 
blonde mustache, said@ 

“Connolly, I have sent for you to tell you to 
put the men who are now doing detective 
work back upon the regular police force.’’ 

“Yes, sir. When do you wish it done?”’’ 
answered the chief. 

“At once; today,’’ replied Chairman Pro 
Tem. Brown. 

‘All right, sir.’’ said the chief, arising. 

“How many men are there on the detective 
force now ?”’ asked the commissioner. 

‘“Four—Buchanan, Bedford, Cason and 
Reeves, and they have done good ——.”’ 

“That may be, but you can just put them 
back to regular patrol work,’’ remarked the 
chairman pro tem., resuming his study of as- 
signments and receivers.

An Old Citizen Passes Away Rather Sud- 
denly.

During 
the last quarter of a century he has lived 
either in Atlanta or near the city. For several 
years he has resided at Edgewood.

HE ABUSED HIS MOTHER, 


Louis Jacobs, a Twelve Year Old Boy, Ar- 
rested and Locked Up. 


Louis Jacobs, a white boy about twelve years 
of age, occupies a cell in- the city prison and

His mother resides at No. 73 Venable street 
and isa widow. Years ago she was seized 
with consumption and today is in a dying con- 
dition.

The boy 
is naturally wild and being without some ono 
to look after him, fell into bad company and 
rapidly became one of the worst youngsters on 
the/street. He managed, however, to keep his 
mean tricks from his mother’s knowledge until 
a short time ago. When Mrs. Ja- 
cobs ascertained the manner in 
which her only child was going on she at- 
tempted to control him, but the boy had been 
allowed unlimited freedom too long, and 
turned upon his mother. After the first out- 
burst the boy abused his mother whenever he 
felt disposed, andina short time the entire 
neighbor hood became acquainted with the sit- 
uation. Noone, howéyvér, was able to do any- 
thing with the boy, and he continued to do as 
he pleased until yesterday. Early yesterday 
morning his mother began talk- 
ing with him and he began 
abusing her. He became so abusive that the 
lady requested a neighbor to send for a poiice- 
man, and Call Officer Green responded. Be- 
fore he reached the place, however, the boy 
had skipped out. Mrs. Jacobs laid the matter 
before the officer, and requested him to arrest 
her son, and lock him up until he promised to 
do better. The officer found the boy playing 
with some negroes, and conducted him to the 
city prison, where he was given a cell.

The advertisement was read by a great many 
people and as many as forty or fifty ladies 
called upon the two men. One of them, who 
introduced himself as Hartwell, did all the 
talking and with an oily tongue unfolded his 
scheme. The scheme was to organize a class 
to which he taught a new process of coloring 
photographs. The process was easy to learn 
and the work was attractive and always in de- 
mand when seen. For his services Hartwell 
was to receive one dollar from each pupil for 
the first lesson, but each pupil was eompelled 
to purchase paints valued at four dol- 
lars with which to work. In 
this way the two men received from each pupil 
five dollars spot cash, and agreed to pay them 
fifty cents per dozen for all shotomavibe col- 
ored.

WITH POUNDED GLASS. 


A West End Woman Attempts 
to Take Her Life. 


She Swallows Eight Pills of Pulverized 
Glass, and Stil Alive — Why 
She Attempted Suicide. 


On Wednesday afternoon about five o'clock 
a little girl was noticed by a number of persons 
as she ran excitedly from West End and down 
Peters street towards town. The child was 
Teenie Dudley, daughter of Mr. J. W. Dudley 
at West End. She was erying bitterly and 
completely exhausted as she ran in the door 
of Mzs. Dennis's restaurantgon Peters street. 

Throwing herself into a chair the little gir! 
sald: 

“Oh, Mrs. Dennis, mamma is dying!” 

Mrs. -Dennis had formerly boarded with Mrs. 
Dudley, and knowing that she was subject to 
severe congestive attacks, attempted to soothe 
the girl by saying to her: 

**Your mother will be well, Teenie, by the 
time you get back. It’s just oneof those at- 
tacks she has been subject to for so long.” 

‘‘No, no,”’ said the child, *‘mama will not be 
well by the time I get back. Please go and 
see mama.”’ 

‘*Why, what is it, Teenie?’’ asked Mrs. Den- 
nis, now thoroughly frightened. 

‘‘Mama has tried to commit suicide, and took 
a whole lotof pills. Please come, quick.” 

Mrs. Dennis immediately started for the 
home of Mrs. Dudley. 

That lady was lying in bed, and seemingly 
very weak and “xhausted. 

‘‘Whaton earth have you been doing?’ 
asked Mrs. Dennis. 

‘I’m going to die, for I’m tired of living,’’ 
said Mrs. Dudley. ‘‘I have had more trouble 
than I can bear, and there was but one way to 
get rid of it all.’ 

‘‘But what have you done ?”’ 

‘I have taken some giass,’’ and the lady 
ointed tosome bits of broken glass on the ta- 
le in the center of tho room. ; 

Without waiting for any further explana- 
‘tion, Mrs. Dennis ran from the room. The 
doctor was sent for and the nearest. neighbors 
were calledin. When Dr. Longino arrived he 
found Mrs. Dudley conversing calmly with 
four or five of her neighbors. Believing that 
there must be some mistake in the statements 
made to him, he was astounded to hear them 
corroborated by the lady herself. 

“TI broke that glass,’’ she explained, ‘‘and 
powdered some of it right fine. Then I made 
little pills of it- by rolling it in paper. The 
pills were about twice as large as a pea, and I 
took eight of them. I didn’t have any money 
or I would have bought some laudanum.”’ 

‘‘Were you alone?’’ she was asked. 

“‘Allalone. [had gone uptown with my 
huspand, and came back alone. My daughter 
was gone when I got back, and I| raised the 
window there atthe head of my bed. That’s 
the way I gotin. 1 jWst sat there fora little 
while. My money had all beentaken and 
spent, and [ was helpless and miserable; and 
this, after all my trouble, was more than I 
could stand. I had really made up my mind to 
commit suicide before I got home, and the 
more I thought of it the less terrible it seemed. 
I couldn’t think how to do it until I thought of 
_ glass, and I couldn’t wait so I just did 
that.”’ 

Dr. Longino at once set about preparing a 
strong purgative, but the lady remarked: 

‘Doctor, you needn’t do that for I’m not 
going to take it. I want to die.”’ 

Every persuasion was used, but the lady ré- 
fused to take the medicine. . 

‘Tt isn’t a sin in my case,’’ she @éclared to a 
neighbor. ‘‘You know I hdve been so un- 
happy for a long time, “nd then to have the 
money you had gavéd so carefully literally 
stolen, and notbing to fall back upon. I have 
tried so bara to save something, and now that 
has gone as everything else has gone. I want 
te die.’”’ 

She resumed presentiy: ‘‘It isn’t the money 
exactly, it’sthe way it wastaken. It isn’t the 
| blow, bat just to think who struck, and how it 
was struck.” 

Dr. Hood was called into the case later, and 
it is understood that the doctors agree that it 
may be two or three days yet before the pills 
take serious effect. In the meantime the lad 
is confined to her bed, but says that she is suf- 
fering no great pain, and simply feels weak 
and exhausted. She seems to be very despond- 
ent, but as resolute as ever in her purpose, and 
expresses no regret for the step she has taken. 

The little daughter said yesterday: 

‘‘Mama has been sad a long time. She 
worries a good deal about my brother, fifteen 
years old. And Wednesday mama and papa 
went up town together to get some money from 
the bank. Mama says that when they were 
right at the bank, papa said he was going to 
see a lawyer, or something like that, and would 
be back in a little while. Mama waited and 
papa didn’t come, so she went into the bank 
herself and found that the — was all gone. 
The man at the bank said that it had all been 
drawn.”’ 

It is understood that Mr. Dudley was for- 
merly a telegraph operator, or in some similar 
employment, at the East Tennessee depot. 
The home is in West End, a short distance be- 
yond the terminus of the street car line. 

All that medical skill and attention can do 
has been done to save the lady’s life, and the 
fact that up to the present time there has been 
a remarkable absence of pain is regarded as 
highly favorably, and it is thought—a possibil- 
ity—that her life can be saved.

Professor Caldon Takes Up the Cudgel for 
the South as Against Canada—The 
Wonderful Resoarces, Etc. 


Mr. J.D. Caldon, the well known mining 
engineer, is thoroughly impressed with Geor- 
gia’s greatness, and when he talks about her 
ynineral resources he grows eloquent. Yester- 
day he was in conversation with a representa- 
tive of Tue Constitution,-and the subject of 
j:on ore was brought up. 

“T have noticed,”’ said he, ‘‘in recent issues 
of the Toronto World, a controversy between 
Professor C. M. Dobson and a Mr. Ledyard, in 
which the last named gentleman speaks dis- 
paragingly of the ‘new south’ asan iron dis- 
trict, compared with Canada. As an English- 
man and a ‘Britisher’ I here take the cudgel 
in Professor Dobson’s behalf.’’ 

“Tell me something about it, professor, ”’ 

‘IT have spent six years in the Piedmont re- 
gion of the new south in examining and re- 

orting on iron and manganese properties for 

‘nglish and American capitalists. As to Pro- 
fessor Dobson’s capabilities I need say little, 

as he is known favorably to the world in his 
profession. He studied in the ‘field’ with one 
of the best mining oe rk that England 
ever produced-—Richard Rickards, of -the firm 
of Rickards Bros., London. He has examined 
mines throughout the United States, Africa, 
Australia and ivurope. I notice Mr. Ledyard 
has taken exceptions to Mr. Dobson’s remarks 
on the ground that he was not long from Eng- 
Jand and was not competent to give an opin- 
ion. I will not go to any length in answering 
this calumny, but will say that during his re- 
cent visit to the southern states L accompanied 
hii through the iron district, and foun him, 
from lis work to be thoroughly competent to 
wake a true report,and jrom his Bets before 
the Commercial Union club, of Toronto, that 
he knew exactly what he was talking about. I 
believe in Professor Dobson’s right to report 
fivorably on our iron districts, as he has vis- 
jied and examined them, I gainsay Mr. Led- 
yard’s right to contradict him. as he is to us a 
complete stranger, and is talking of something 
of which he knows little, except from hearsay. 
1 will leave the question of ‘which is the more 


remarks before the Commercial Union club, of 
‘Toronto, were true.”’ ‘ 

‘‘Does Mr. Ledyard assert that iron can be 
manufactured more cheaply in Canada than 
in the southern states ?”’ 

‘Yes; and I would advise himto read on 
the subject of iron, as it is apparent that he is 
ignorant of the fact that iron is manufactured 
in the south cheaper by far than in the north. 
For instance, take Cherokee, Lumpkin, 
Bariow, Polk, Cobb, Whitfield, Ful- 
ton, Catoosa, DeKalb, Floyd, Fannin, 
and Gilmer counties, all of Georgia; these 
counties have by far the largest quantities and 
finest quality of Bessemer ores in America. 
Samples from these counties, brought directly 
under my notice,average from 62 to 71 per 
eent with scarcely a trace of phosphourous. 
We have also the micaceous specular ores 
equal in quality and quantity to the island of 
Elba in the Meditteranean, with manganifer- 
ous ores and avery high grade of limanites. 
Towns, Bartow, Whitfield, Floyd, Catoosa 
and Polk counties have the finest manganese 
or pyrolusite known. Maganese is being 
mined and shipped to Carnegie Bros., Pitts- 
burg, Pa., and to other large man- 
ufacturers in quantities. But in a _ short 
time we will have  ferro-manganese 
furnaces situated in the center of the manga- 
nese belt, where it will be manufactured into 
pig and shipped to our steel plants in Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga, Atlantaand other southern 
cities, where steel plants are already and 
others on the eve of erection. You can easily 
see by this that we have the finest of iron 
ores, in great #bundance, with the adyantages 
of cheap labor and mild climate. Our ores can 
be mined aud placed on the cars at from fifty 
to sixty cents per ton. Our transportation 
northward by rail or sea» is very cheap, and 
soon we will have the benefit of the Tennessee 


river, as the government will soon complete | 


the improvements at Mussel shoals. You can 
perceive when Mr. Ledyard said he was cer- 
tain Canada could compete with the ‘‘New 
South,’’ he seemed to have overlooked our 
natural advantages, and most assuredly 
have forgotten of the existence of the great 
coal ficlus of the south, and where the lime, 


coal and iron run parallel through several | 


states. It can be seen by this that all the ad- 
vantages, as far as cheapness is concerned, are 
in favor of the south. We do not have to 
ship our ores to the north to be manufactured ; 
on the contrary, we can and are manufacturing 
it ourselves. Weare shipping manufactured 
iron tothe north cheaper than it was ever 
made before.’’ 

“What about the prospects in the south?” 

‘English capitalists and the iron kings of 
the north have been purchasing lands and 
mines throughout the south for the last two 
years. In birmingham, Ala., there are two 
stcel plants in the course of erection to cost 
>200,000 each, and two -already erected 
at Chattanooga. Seventeen miles. below 
Birmingham there is a_ steel plant 
about to begin operations in a town 
known as Bessemer. Two years ago this place 
—- wilderness, today it has # populatiun of 
2,000, 

“You may take any of our southern cities, 
and you will find that their growth has been 
phenomenal. Atlanta, for instance, ten years 
ago had only a population of from ten to fifteen 
thousand, today the ““(ueen and Pride’’ of the 
‘New South,” she stands with a population of 
from seventy to eighty thousand. 

“Chattanooga is another example of rapid 
crowth. A few years past, and it was nothing 


but a small town, today itis a great city, and | 


bids [fair to soon rival ourown Atlanta. A 
stranger passing along the banks of the Tennes- 
see river, and noticing the blast furnaces, all 
in operation,would not hesitate in calling it the 
Pittsburg of the south. J only mention these 


* facts as a proof of how fast the iron districts 


are developing, and I think proves conclu- 
sively that iron can be manufactured a great 
leal cheaper than in any other part of America. 
What I would like to know is, if Mr. Dob 
son s remarks were untrue, how is it that the 
keenest English and northern capitalists are 
investing their money in the ‘‘New South?’’

‘‘Have you anything else on the subject?” 
“Yes, but I have taken up enough of your 
time. The subject is a broad one and will 
have toexcuse me. But, sir, if Mr. Pedyara 
doubts Professor Dobson's reports on the iron 
tields of Georgia, let him refer to such men of 
Hational prominence as Berkinvine and Brit- 
ton, of Philadelphia, Dr. Ruffner and 
sor E. P. Valentine, of Virginia, Professor N. 
A. Pratt and Jno. M. McCandless, of Georgia. 
These gentlemen’s names are their reference. 
As to myself, offer an experience of twenty- 
five years actual service ‘the field,” 
years in the district under discussion, and I 
must say that the remarks of Professor C. M.

AN INTERESTING SUIT FOR DAMAGES 


A Prisoner in the Stockade Whose Foot 
Was Frozen. 


The superior court of Fulton county has had 
a wide experience in the matter of damage 
suits. The dockets are filled with suits 
against railway companies, against factories, 
against the city and against individuals. 

Yesterday was begun in ‘the superior court 
one of the most interesting damage suits ever 
tried before this tribunal. 

It was the case of Henry Williams against 
the county commissioners of Fulton county. 
collectively and individually, and against Mr. 
Donaldson, the superintendent, and Mr. Gar- 
many, the overseer of the county stockade. 

The plaintiff claims $10,000 damages. 

tn his complaint he alleges that the 10th of 
January, 1886, he was confined in the county 
stockade; was serving out asix month’s sen- 
tence for stealing a wheelbarrow load of wood ; 
that the weather was bitter cold, the mercnry 
in thermometers marking several degrees be- 
low zero; that there was no fire in the stock- 
ade and he had only one thin blanket to cover 


with ; that this blanket was threadbare and | 


so short that when his head and shoulders 
were covered his feet would be unprotected; 
that while lying in this condition he suffered 
severe pains and his legs and feet were frozen ; 
that so fearfully were his legs injured by the 
cold thatone of them had to be amputated, 
and the other is almost useless, because sev- 
eral toes were frozen off and a part of his heel 
was lost. In his declaration he further avers 
that all these injuries resulted from the failure 
and neglect of the bosses in charge of the 
stockade to provide fires and proper covering 
for the prisoners. 

When the case was called before Judge Mar- 


: shall J. Clarke yesterday, Mr. W. 8. Thom- 


son, attorney for the county commissioners, de- 
murred to the declaration and made an argu- 
ment to the court in support of his demurrer. 
He took the position that a case such as it is 

yrroposed to establish cannot be maintained, for 
itis a well established principle of law that 
ofticials cannot be held responsible for injuries 
which happén to convicts in their keeping. 
He denied the allegations in the declaration, 
and heid that the county commissioners and 
the ofticers of the stockade were blameless in 
the matter, and could not be charged with the 
neglect ascribed to them. These points Mr. 
Thomson elaborated. 

He was replied to by Mr.C.T. Ladson, counsel 
for;the plaintiff, who spoke at some length re- 
garding the responsibility of the commissioners 
and the bosses of the stockade. He held that 
the facts alleged in the declaration could be 
substantiated by evidence. 

Judge Clarke heard the arguments and re- 


| served his decision until this morning. Should 


he decide to sustain the demurrer it will end 
If not, a jury will be empanneled 
and the case will be tried today. 

It is a case involving some very interesting 
points of law, and it will be watched closely 
by the lawyers and the public.
